Departure is Marked by Exhibition 


of Cuban Good Will—Funston 


Also Coining Back. 


Havana, Oct. 13.—Without any for- 


mality excepting the issuing of an ex- 
traordinary copy of the Gazette, the 
government of Cuba was transferred 
at noon today by War Secretary Taft 
to Charles E. Magoon. 


Mr. Taft's contribution to the Ga- 


zette was simply a paragraph stating 
that, "by direction and with the au- 
thority of the president of the United 
States, ] hereby lay down the office of 
provisional governor of Cuba assumed 
by me August 29 and turn the same 
over to Charles E. Magoon, my suc- 
cessor." 


Governor Magoon issued a procla- 


mation in assuming the. government of 
Cuba, which differed from Secretary 
Taft's in referring definitely to 
the 


Platt amendment as the authority for 
the United States' 
intervention and 


for all exercise of powers in the is- 
land. 


Taft Grows Jocose. 


• .As"the hour of noon 
approached, 


Jii^'Tatt jocularly remarked to the re- 
porters that he had 
been unjustly 


"characterized as the "biggest man in 
Cuba", and he wanted them to observe 
that*Mr. Magoon was bigger than he. 
Mr. Magoon replied as a matter of 
fa^t-he had been posing for cdricatures 
of Mr. Taft. The newspaper men of 
Havana thereupon presented Mr. Taft 
with several pictures of the Cuban 
'capital, including one of the American 
fleet as It appeared during tho mo- 
mentous three weeks of Messrs. Taft 
and Bacon's visit, and voiced their ap- 
preciation of tho frankness and con- 
sideration with which the press and 
public had been treated throughout 
their brief regime. 


The battleships, with Messrs. Taft 


and Bacon and Brigadier General Fun- 
Bton and their parties on board, will 
proceed northward at i o'clock this 
afternoon. 
: 


Governor Magoorr's Proclamation. 
Governor Magoon Issued a'proclama- 


tion to th« effect that under the' au- 
thority conferred by the Platt amend- 
ment to the permanent treaty between 
the United States and Cuba and by tho 
Ret. of the United States congress of 
March 2. 1901, and by the appointment 
of the President of the United States. 
he ha.d assumed the provisional gov- 
ernorship of Cuba. In his proclama- 
tion Governor Magoon said: 


"The policy declared and tho assur- 


ances given by Secretary Taft. will bo 
strictly adhered to and carried out. As 
provisional governor I shall exerclso 
the powers and perform the duties pro- 
vided for by the third article of tho 
appendix to the constitution of Cuba 
for the preservation of Cuban Inde- 
pendence and the 
protection of life 


and property. 
As soon as consistent 


with the attainment of these ends I 
Bhall seelt !o bring about the restora- 
tion of the ordinary 
agencies 
and 


rriothod^ of Roosevelt under tho other 
and general provisions of the Cuban 
constitution. All the provisions of the 
constitution and the laws which for 
tho time being would bo Inconsistent 
with the exercise of the powers pro- 
vided for by the third article of the 
appendix must be deemed 
to be in 


abeyance. 
All the other provisions 


of the constitution and laws continue 
lu full forcis and effect."

Cross, who understands visitation mat- 
ters thoroughly, and headquarters have 
been opened at 316 Elektron building. 
The object of the census is to put each 
church in touch with every person hav- 
ing a preference for its services by 
securing a record of the religious pref- 
erences In each home. During the tak- 
ing of the census no effort will be 
made to convert a person from one re- 
ligion to another. Proselyting will be 
frowned upon by those in charge of the 
movement. The canvas is purely for 
the benefit of the pastors and church 
organizations throughout the city. Af- 
ter the canvas each church may fol- 
low up the information after Its own 
methods. 


The city is being cut up into sixteen 


districts, over each of which will be 
placed a director. Chairman Hood has 
mailed to each pastor and 
Sunday- 


school superintendent a letter asking 
for a certain number of visitors. The 
services of from 350 to 400 enumera- 
tors will be needed, and pastors have 
already begun making up their quotas. 
Tomorrow 6,000 leaflets giving an out- 
line of the nature of the work will be 
distributed to church-goers.

FRANCE SUSPECTS MOTIVE 


n German Publication of Von Hohnn- 


lobe Recollections. 


Paris, Oct. 13.—The revelations re- 


sulting from the publication in Ger-

Troy with about 200 passengers on 
hoard and a heavy consignment, o!

I ordered a boat lowered 


nnd sent some men to look for the 
three members of tho crow who wero 
In the wrecked portion of the boat. 


Denies Story of Scandal. 


"There is no truth in tho story that 


some colored help on the boat tried to 
keep the life preservers away from 
the passengers. 
They had been in- 


structed freciuently how to help the. 
passengers to adjust the 
preservers 


In case of an accident and their ef- 
forts in this direction during the small 
excitement may have been misunder- 
stood. We were in no danger at any 
time. There was no panic and I never 
saw passengers behave so well tinder 
the circumstances. 


Excellent 
judgment 
prevailed 


throughout. Wo did not go to the aid 
of the Saratoga because the 
Sara- 


toga's sister bout. City of Troy, was 
directly In our wake. 


"Despite the collision and the at- 


tendant, damage the Adirondack's run- 
ning schedule will not bo interfered 
with. 
She will leive for New York 


tonight."

I he port, side of 
Ihe 


Saratoga, which listed to port anrt her 
boiler went overboard and sank. 


Ooiler Killed Instantly. 


Sherman, nn oiler, was killed in- 


stantly by flying 
timbers. 
An em- 


ploye named Horton. on the Adiron- 
dack, IB supposed to have been knock- 
ed ovevboiird and drowned. 


Many passengers on the Saratoga 


were knocked down by the force of 
the collision, but the crews of bosh 
boats assisted in rescuing them and 
later they were transferred to Ihe City 
of Troy, landed at Tivoli and sent to 
New York by train. 


The passengers on both boats be- 


came panic stricken and only by the 
coolness of the officers and crews o! 
both boats was heavy loss of life pre- 
vented. 
The Adirondack, after 
the 


fog had cleared, was able to proceed 
to Albany. 


The Saratoga listed 
to port, and 


was hauled to Glasco dock, where she 
is anchored. 
Captain Brown, of the 


Saratoga, at once came to Kingston 
and arranged for wreckers to raise 
her sunken boiler. 


Say Collision Was Unavoidable. 


The officers of the Saratoga say the 


collision was unavoidable. Their boat 
had just passed an island south of 
Glasco when an Immense fog bank 
rolled out, of 
Saugerites 
creek, ob- 


scuring the view of everything on the 
river. 
The approaching Adirondack 


hnd been seen, but was completely 
hMden when the fog bank Intervened 
between 
the two boats. 
Without 


warning the Adirondack's lights sud- 
denly loomed up in the fog and the 
crash followed. 
The staterooms ol 


tho 
port side of the Saratoga were 


crushed in. 
The boat swung away 


immediately after tho collision, the 
Saratoga listed and about a dozen oc 
cupants of 
tho 
state 
rooms were 


thrown Into the almost ice cold water 
of the Hudson river. 


During tho confusion following the 


accident it was impossible to 
keep 


track of their number or who they 
were. 


Second Pilot Ludwig. of the Sara-

"poet lariat" of Mark Twain's "Innocence 
Abroad." was searched tresterciay and 
much silverware of value and many se- 
curities also of value wore found. 
The 
latter are said to be worth in the neigh- 
borhood of $150.000. 
The silverware Is 
solid, and Is of revolutionary days. 


Only two persons aside from the poet 


himself knew of the treasure chest. 
It 
was concealed behind n wall on the sec- 
ond floor at the home at Prospect Hill. 
Littla Neck. L. I. 
The room appeared 
to be a bfdroom. but had never been 
used. 
Frequently Mr. Cutter would ba 


curried to this room and remain thero 
for hours at a time going over his treas- 
ures. 


All hone entertained by tho relatives 


of Cutter, that he had died Intestate and 
they would divide hisSSOO.000estate among 
them was ended Wednesday afternoon, 
when the last -will and testament of the 
eccentric nonagenarian was discovered In 
a secret drawer of an antique cabinet In 
one of his rooms at Little Neck. 
By the will each of twenty half-broth- 
ers, half-sisters and other relatives are 
bequeathed only a life Interest of $5,000 
each in the estate, the balance, amount- 
ing to about 1400.000. being left uncondi- 
tionally to the American Bible society. 


Since the death of the "farmer poet." 
as he was sometimes called, energetic 
search has been made for tho will, and 
as day after day passed without Us be- 
ing found the hopes of the relatives that 
each would fall heir to a snug $25.000 
legacy became brighter, so that the find- 
ing of the InsVurnent has plunged them 
Into deep dejection. 
Even had the will 
giv-n to each of them $6.000 outright their 
condition would have been one of keen dis- 
ap >olntment. 
There Is already talk of contesting the 


will, based on th&_ known eccentricity of 
the testator. 
Under the terms of the will the money 


will pass, on the death of the legatees, to 
their children or other heirs, but this does 
not diminish their sorrow. 
The instrument, yellow -with ago and 


dusty, was discovered by William 
Pur- 
chase, -who hod acted as the venerable 
poet's valet for many years. 
He had 
been unremitting In his search for the 
will, and the fact that 
he Is not men- 


tioned In It Is referred to by the dis- 
appointed relatives with relish as they 
recall the energy of his search and Its 
result.

What Must Be Depended on to Give 


Deliverance from Habit. 


The first requisite of a cure Is abso- 


lute restrain. There Is no home cure, 
no magic powder to drop In the drunk- 
ard's coffee (provided he condescends 
to coffee). 
The cure Is a matter of 


hygiene, not of medicine. It depends 
on wholesome outdoor life and mental 
stimulus, on time, more time, a 
again time. 


First, there must be restoration for 


the weakened body with Its need oi 
stimulant; air, exercise, sleep, plenty 
of good food at frequent Intervals, pre- 
caution against fatigue or hunger, for 
every discomfort or depression tendi 
at first to reawaken the craving. Those 
will restore physical trim, but In most 
cases they will not suffice If the mind 
Is left in the Irritable, depressed state 
that demanded stimulants, and the will 
In the rusty lassitude of long indul- 
gence. The mental life of tho victim 
must be made as vigorous as his 
physical life. Ho must be Interested 
given a change of surroundings, kept 
actlvo «nd alert. His initiative and 
ambition must be awakened. Ho niusl 
bo encouraged to think for himself, to 
decide for himself; educated Into re 
sponslblllty and self-control. Change 
of scene, occupation and amusement 
will do much of this. Tho rest depends 
on the personal equation, the ability 
and Insight of the director ot the sanl 
tarium, the skill and care with wh 
he diagnoses and prescribes for the 
mental condition of each patient, and 
tho Interest, sympathy and activity 
that he can evoke. He Is In the posi 
tion of a teacher, or rather ot a heai 
master, as much as In that of a phy 
siclan.—American Illustrated Monthly

The Poor Robbed.

When a gentleman travels In the far 


east, he does not stop at a public inn, 
but lodges with the people he meets on 
:he way. Thus, ono day, Abraham 
was siltius at the door of his tent. Off 
n the distance he sees three travel- 
slaiued men approaching. At once, ac- 
cording to tlie social customs then 
iracticed, and with the cordial hospi- 
allty ot the eust. Abraham runs to- 
wards those three travelers, and kneels 
at their feet, and Bays: 
"Come and 


odge with me. Tarry and rest your- 
selves and eat of my bread. After rc- 
reshjng yourselves, you can continue 
vour journey." 
The three travelers 


accepted this kind 
invitation. 
To 


make a long story short. Abraham and 
5arah found out that their guests in 
luman form were not simply three 
men, but three angell<5 messengers of 


od. What an inconceivable privilege 


that was! Let us think about it this 
morning, remembering that we too can 
entertain, angelic messengers almost 
every day, if we will. We can enter- 
tain them as Abraham, when strange 
ravelers approach our dwellings, and 
perhaps knock at the door for admit- 
:ance. You may think these strangers 
aro men, as did Abraham. But they 
are not. They are messengers of God. 


Shall we, in tbe first place, receive 


the angelic visitors who come from 


od dressed In the rough garments of 
>oor men? These messengers come to I 
is almost daily, as the three strangers j 
came to Abraham, in olden time. As j 
we approach the Hebrew patriarch's i 
tent, we see him sitting under the' 
shadow. It is almost noon. The In- 
;ense Syrian sun Is beating down upon i 


plains. Abraham, suddenly puts I 
hand over his brow and begins to j 


look. He seems to be watching some-} 
thing afar off. "What is It, Abraham?" : 
says his wife. 
"Do you see anyone j 


coming?" 
"Yes," answers tho aged j 
travelers., 


They are strangers to me. See how 
tired and hungry they look; Sarah, 
we have, so much, let us give them a 
good meal and start them on their jour- 
ney afresh. No man ought to be trav- 
eling In this awful heat." 
Abraham 


runs and salutes these strangers, who 
aro traveling afoot. He says: "Strang- 
ers, will you como and lodge with me?" 
Lesson the first. ITheso threo angelic 
messengers came to Abraham's tent 
afoot. They came as poor men. They j 
camo as God's messengers often come I 
to us, when they look up Into our faces 
and plteously beg, "Wilt thou feed me? 
Wilt thou clothe me? I am God's poor, 
wilt thou care for me?" 


"Oh, no," you answer, "that cannot 


be. You are only making a pretty fig- 
ure of speech. An angelic messenger 
never comes clothed In rags. He may 
have come to an Abrahamic tent afoot, 
but ho certainly never comes to me as 
one ot those dirty, fllthy beggars, who i 
knock at my back door?" Does h\. not, 
my brother? Does ha not? Do not 
speak too quickly. What says Christ 
in the twenty-aft.h chapter of Matthew? 
Does he say, "1C you would llnd my 
messengers, you should ' seek them 
among tho palaces and In tho king's 
throne-rooms? You should sock them 
clothed in purple and fine linen!" Nay, 
that Is not Christ's command. 
He 


says, "If you would seek my messen- 
gers, you shall find them clothed in 
rags, and with tho pinched cheeks ot 
want, and wandering 
around 
from 


street to street, as did John Howard 
Payne, plteously looking at the fireside 
of happy homes, and yet with no homes 
of their own." Have you not read tho 
parable, "When saw wo thee an hun- 
gered and fed theo, or thirsty and gave 
thee drink? When saw we thee a 
stranger, and took theo in; or naked, 
and clothed thee?" And the king shall 
answer and say unto you, "Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unlo ono of tho 
least of these, my brethren, yo have 
done It unto me." Doe.s not Christ 
mean by these words, that when you 
look after tlie poor, yon are looking 
after his messengers, and caring for 
him? 


The poor, the poor, the helpless 


poor! Oh, God, they seem to be every- 
where. They are thy angelic visitors. 
How many of them last year have we 
helped In Thy name? Have we put 
one cloak about the bare shoulders? 
Have we lifted one morsel ot food to 
the famishing lips? Have we gone to 
one helpless widow, and said, "Sister, 
here is coal to keep you from freezing; 
here are coverlets for your beds; hero 
are garments for your wardrobe; hero 
is food for your cupboards; hero is 
schooling for your children? I know 
that God has sent you to me that, out 
of my abundance, I may give you aid." 
Answer me, friend, with all your 
money, and with all your luxuries of 
the past year, did you go out of your 
way one step in order to help God's 
poor? Did you look after just ono 
needy family, when there are so many 
hungry ones In the city where you 
dwell? What! Did you not help feed 
just one hungry family? 
Then you 


have slammed shut your door of gos- 
pel opportunity In the face of the "an- 
gelic visitors." God's poor are always 
around. They have come to bring you 
a spiritual blessing from heaven, ns 
the three strangers of old brought a 
divine blessing to Abraham and Sarah 
from their Master and King. 


But when this noble Hebrew herds- 


man runs forward to prostrate him- 
self at the feet of the three strangers, 
I see him sharply 
scrutinize their 


faces. 
He not only sees that they 


wear the travel-stained garments of 
poor men, but methlnks I hear him 
mutter, "Poor fellows! Poor fellows! 
Perhaps they are exiles from their 
own country. Perhaps, on account of 
a king's hatred, they are fleeing for 
their lives. 
Perhaps they once had 


sheep and oxen, and horses and men 
servants, as I have. But now, on ac- 
count of bitter persecution they have 
lost all. I must be especially Hind to 
these poor fellows who are fleeing for 
their lives." Cannot you Imagine such 
thoughts passing through Abraham's 
mind as he runs forward to greet the 
three strangers? I can. And I firmly 
believe that when any -man goes to 
the help of the persecuted, and the 
unjustly treated, he Is welcoming to

Tompklns Is that of hundreds and I 
thousands of men and women about i 
us. Pure ami true and noble are they. 
But people 
are 
whispering against 


their characters, 
and 
whispering 


against their purposes of 
life, and 


whispering 
against 
their 
homes. 


Though their enemies bring forth not 
one scintilla of proof of wrong-doing, 
yet we sit idle and utter not ono pro- 
test in their behalf. 
Who is there 


that has the courage to stand up in 
defense of a man or woman, who Is 
under the ban of society? How often 
does it happen that some unscrupulous 
enemy traduces a man or woman by 
hints and Innuendo and tlie poison 
spreads stealthily through the com- 
munity, because it is not arrested at 
the 
beginning? When will 
every 


Christian perceive it to bo his duty 
to defend the reputation of other peo- 
ple from charges based on mere gun- 
sip? 


Furthermore, if you and I aro only 


willing to go to the aid of those who 
are being persecuted, God 
will not 


only personally bless us. but wo will 
save many men and women, who aro 
being unjustly treated, from entering 
a life of sin nnd crime. If you are 
willing you shall not 
only receive 


"angelic visitors," who will bring a 
mighty blessing to your home, but you 
will save men, and women, aud boys, 
and girls for Christ. Your arm, your 
voice, your self-sacrifice may mean 
the temporal and the eternal salva- 
tion of Immortal Houls, If in Christ''} 
name you go to their aid. They are 
God's angels whom you may enter- 
tain, as Abraham thought 
ho 
was 


greeting 
the 
three 
travel-stained, 


homeless and perhaps persecuted and 
exiled strangers. 


But stepping out Into the broader 


interpretation of my text, we assert 
that 
Angelic 
Messengers 
can ap- 


proach our homes with the scowling 
visage of hate and with the clenched 
fist of anger, as well as in the flutter- 
ing rags ot the pauper and tho dis- 
torted, 
terror-Btrtcken countenances 


of the persecuted. Well, my friend, 
let us turn again to the bible. Study 
there the most powerful and the most 
familiar sermon ever delivered, name- 
ly, the "Sermon 
on 
the 
Mount," 


spoken a short distance from Lake 
Galilee. What did Christ say? 
Did 


he lay down the great doctrine that 
we should be kind to others, just In 
proportion as others are kind to us? 
Did ho say, "Men be just to friend 
and foe? 
Never forget a kindness 


which a neighbor does you, and never 
forgot the Injury ot 
a treacherous 


foe?" 
Did he say, "Build a walled-in cas- 


tle. 
Have tho moat deep and wide. 


Have watch-towers above tlie walls, 
where you can always keep a lookout 
to lower the drawbridge for your allies. 
and have spears and swords and bows 
and arrows and slings with which to 
drive back those who have betrayed 
your trust?" No. That is not Christ's 
command. Listen how he describes 
the way in which you should welcome 
some of your "angelic visitors." These 
aro Christ's words, not mine: "Love 
your enemies." That means, give them 
tho best places at your table and your 
wannest welcome. "Bless them that 
curse you." That means, go out of your 
way to speak a kind word for those 
who aro denouncing you and trying to 
undermine your character. "Do good 
to them who hate you, and pray for 
them which despltefully use you." Do 
you hear It? My Lord and my God, 
have we read thy words aright? How 
few, how very few of us have welcomed 
at our doors those who have reviled 
us and persecuted up, and have said 
all manner of evil things against us! 


Now you may have read many es- 


says and heard many persons upon the 
theme, "The Blessings of Having an 
Enemy;" but I want to-tell you that 
the greatest blessing of an enemy, af- 
ter all, Is to teach us to forgive those 
people who have trespassed against us, 
as we expect God to forgive our tres- 
passes. Unless we can learn this les- 
son of forgivenness, we can never learn 
to be like Christ. Are you willing to 
live as that famous Irishman lived wlw 
recently pased away? Did you read 
the last will and testament of Michael 
Davltt? He did not have any money 
to give, for he spent most of his life 
In tho struggle of "Home Rule" for the 
Emerald Island. So he made up his 
last will and testament thus-wise—-I 
do wish I had it verbatim. He said in 
part: "This is my last will and testa- 


ment. I have not any money to give, 
but I leave my blessing to all man- 
kind. I first ask forgiveness from all 
tliusc whom 1 may have injured in life, 
or toward whom 1 have acted unjustly. 
Then I leave my forgiveness 
to all 


those who have done me any injury, i 
Then I aslc that, when my literary *>.-. | 
ccutor publishes hereafter any ot my | 
works, ho will cull from them any bit-1 
ter words which might wound the j 
heart of any living man, or tbe hearts I 
of tho lovr.l ones of any of ray political j 
foes."

Now. who are the maimed ami 
the lame and the blind? Aro they sim- 
ply the poor who go around on crutch- 
es or feel their way with :i staff? 1 
think not. Christ would not here say, 
"the poor and the 
and tbe blind," if 
think the maimed and the halt and the 
bliud, means tho moral cripples. 
I 


think these words to a great extent 
mean the spiritual outcasts. 
I think 


tkey mean those who are like the sev- 
en 
deviled 
Mary 
and 
Zacchaeus, 


whom honest people 
shun as 
the 


healthy physical man would run from 
o lazaretto, or a loathsome plague. 
YCK, we are to give- a cordial welcome 
even to the vilest ot sinners, such a 
welcome as Abraham gave tho threo 
strangers at his home. 


These words mean that we should 


go fortli in the words of Christ and try 
to save those who havo sunk so low 
in the quagmires of sin, that, befouled 
and recking with Immoral filth, like 
wild beasts of proy, they seem to be 
staggering alono through a dark wild- 
erness of despair. They seem to bi1 
alone, all alone In their crimes. When 
tho great Roman orator Cicero, was 
hurling his condemnation against tin: 
sins of CaUUinc, so overpowering was 
tho scene that no senator would sit by 
tbe conspirator and destroyer of young 
men's virtues. On-; by one they left 
tho bench upon which the 
cringing 


Cutallno crouched. There he trembled 
with no friend by his Hide, while tb<: 
Edmuitd Burke of Caesar's reign wns 
denouncing him as Wurren Hastings, 
centuries lator, was denounced In 
Westminster. Thus, as we see the 
wrong doer cringing under the lash an 
ho sat iilonc, wo can see the modern 
Culalincs shunned nnd forsaken on ac- 
count of their sins. Wo can see tbe 
poor harlots, the brazen-fac->d liber- 
tines and tho iramonl lepers reeking 
with sin. Christ bids us to go to them, 
even \a the maimed and the halt aivl 
the blind, and give them a gospel sal- 
utation, as Abraham rccoslod the threo 
angels. 


Ami, my friends, u sinner can novur 


sink so low but in that sinful degra- 
dation the true Christian may seo tho 
infinite possibilities of glory that will 
redound to Christ If lilB redemption 
could only enter that sinful soul. It 
is said that when tho groat prime min- 
ister of France, Cardinal Du Bois, was 
about to undergo a serious operation, 
he 8ui<l to tho noted surgeon. Dr. Bon- 
don: 
"Doctor, be careful and don't 


treat mo as you would one of those 
poor miserable wretches nt your hos- 
pital of Hotel Dieu." With that the 
famous surgeon 
proudly 
lifted his 


head as he replied, "My lord, every 
one of those miserable wretches, as 
your eminence is pleased to call them, 
Is a prime minister in my eyes." Oh, 
cannot wo act so In our Christian 
work. Even among the lowest and 
tho vilest cannot we see a possible 
king of heaven saved by grace. It we 
do thus every Immoral and sinful 
leper wltli whom we come In contact 
will bo an "Angelic Visitor," bring- 
ing us a spiritual message from 
Christ. 


"But," some one says, "I never have
